been received, Peace has been assured by 
making ready for war. There can be no ques- 
tion about the thoroughness of the navy prep- 
arations. Secretary Tracy all along has said 
he did not think there would be war. But he 
did not intend that his government should be 
unprepared for it. When Secretary Blaine 
got back from Augusta and took hold of the 
Chilean matter the Secretary’s first sugges- 
tion was that there should be a naval demon- 
stration in South American waters. 

There has been nothing in the nature of a 
threat, for the only vessels now on the Pacitic 
coast which are within thousands cf miles of 
Chile are the Yorktown and the Boston, both 
of which are at Callao. But on the other side 
at Montevideo is Admiral Walker with his 
ships and Admiral Gherardi will also be there 
in a few days. This was a precaution which 
was absolutely necessary, for the spirit shown 
at times led to the conviction that there might 
yet be a naval engagement, or at least that 
the American fleet might have to anchor in 
the vicinity of Valparaiso and Iquique. Now 
that the apology from Chile is coming little 
will be said about war preparations of any 
sort. There is no longer any need for it. 

Showed the Nation's. Force, 

The results which are now in sight show the 
wisdom of the policy of the administration. 
In some quartets of the United States from 
the very beginning the whole matter was 
sneered at and the efforts to secure reparation 
were derided. Butevery event justifies the 
position taken. The most coinplete investiga- 
tion confirmed the belief that the attack on 
the Baltimore sailors was inspired by animos- 
ity towards the United States. If the fullest 
reparation had not beep secured for this at- 
tack American ships in the future might just 
as well have kept outof Chilean ports or out 
of South American waters for that matter. 
The navy officers and those officials who had 
been in South America and knew the char- 
acteristics of its people fully understood this. 

In Chile in particular the mass of the peo- 
ple were filled with contempt for the United 
States, which had been instilled into them by 
various influences, but chiefly by the English 
commercial agencies. They looked to Great 
Britain as the only country worthy of imita- 
tion. It required some such event as that 
which has happened to convince them that 
England’s interest in their welfare was purely 
selfish and commercial and they could not de- 
pend on it in the hour of trial. Anxious as 
the English have been to encourage the ill- 
feeling against the United States, they could 
not afford to have a destructive war . waged 
against Chile. So their efforts have latterly 
been directed towards mediation. While their 
commerce is safe for the present, the outcome 
is nevertheless the worst blow English prestige 
in South America has received in a genera- 
tion. Henceforth there won’t be a corner in 
South America where it is not known that the 
United States will not permit its mghts to be 
trampled on. The lesson Chile gets is an ob- 
ject one which will be read from one end of 
the continent to the other. 


Will Net Affect That Government. 


The information received here does not lead 
to the belief that the apology to the United 
States will undermine the Montt Government. 
There will undoubtedly be some dissatisfac- 
tion and opposition on the part of the ultra- 
conservative and ultra-radical factions, but the 
ruling classes now thoroughly comprehend 
that it was the choice between apology or war, 
which would have caused Chile to lose its 
nitrate provinces. The situation has not been 
fully understood by the Chileans. The mass 
of them did not believe the United States 
would enforce its demands. ‘Theeultimatum 
sent by Secretary Blaine and President Harri- 
son’s mestage to Congress were the first real 
awakenings to the crisis. The cable dispatches 
from Santiago today which say that members 
of the Cabinet complain of Minister Montt 
keeping them in ignorance of the true situa- 
tion are credited here. Whije Montt on one 
or two occasions has stirred up his govern- 
ment to the necessity of making some conces- 
sions to this country, they were of the most 
vague and unsatisfactory character. 

The administration in Washington has been 
convinced for some time that Minister Montt 
was only misleading his -government into 
delays which were becoming dangerous, and 
so it came that he was ignored when the ulti- 
matum was sent. Mr. Montt knew that in 
the end some sort of satisfaction would have 
to be given to the United States, but he evi- 
dently thought that this could be put off long 
enough to get this country to modify its de- 
mands. Ex-Mayor Grace and the others in 
the United States to whom the Chilean Min- 
ister has been looking for advice made the 
mistake of viewing the whole question as a 
mere matter of political intrigue. It is no 
wonder that they misled Mr. Montt. It is 
also intimated that the Minister was not in 
sympathy with a portion of President 
Montt's Cabinet. 

In spite of all the talk to the contrary, there 
has been an element in the Chilean Govern- 
ment which has discountenanced the abuse of 
Minister Egan and has foreseen the necessity of 
not irritating the United States. Don Augustine 
Edwards and Don Eduardo Matte have been 
the leaders of this element. They were both 
at one time sheltered in the American Lega- 
tion from Balmaceda. Though they were 
overborne for awhile and their advice not 
heeded in the Council of State, the time has 
come when their country has seen the wisdom 
of the conciliatory policy which they have 
advocated. 

Minister Pedro Montt tonight had no news 
regarding the reply to the ultimatum, which 
is not strange, as it was not made through 
him. The Minister said he thought the reply 
had been received in Washington Monday 
night. 

As Seen by Congressmen. 

Chairman Blount of the Foreign Affairs 
committee of the House this aiternoon gave 
all his knowledge of the latest phase of the 
situation. He said: 

„All my information was imparted to me 
by Secretary Blaine, and I asked him if I was 
free to convey my knowledge to others. He 
assented and therefore I suppose there can be 
no objection to a statement on my part. 
As I understand it the telegram that 
the State Department bas received 
1s from Senor Pereira, the Chilean 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, and is perfectly 
satisfactory to this government. Mr. Blaine 
seemed to be greatly elated over the dispatch 
as indicating that the controversy 18 at an 
end.

Gen. Nelson A. Miles, in the Presence of 
Military Men, Reviews Capt. Baldwin's 
Deeds of Bravery and Presents Him 
with the Bronze as a Token from Con- 
greas—Gallant Work at Stone River and 
Peach-Tree Creek — Valor in Fighting 
Indians—Capt. Baldwin’s Modesty. 


Capt. Frank D. Baldwin, Fifth Infantry, 
U. S. A., is doubtless a firm believer in the old 
saw, better late than 
never.” At any rate, 
the gallant Captain was 
presented yesterday by 
Uncle Sam with a 
medal earned a genera- 
tion ago. 
The presentation took 
place at Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles’ headquarters in 
the Pullman Building 
at noon, in the presence 
of Mrs. Miles and the 
following officers of the 
General’s staff:

MEDAL AWARDED TO CAPT, . D. BALDWIN, 


good and honored officer. The circumstances 
under which the award of this token of honor is 
made are these: 

Duting the campaign in which Gen. Sherman 
was engaged in the Southeast there were two con- 
spicuous occasions of gallantry displayed on the 
part of the officer Frank D. Baldwin. One was 
Oct. 5, 1863, near Murphysboro, Tenn.. on the line 
of the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad, where 
that officer was in command of a company. of 
troops holding a stockade at Stone River. It was 


attacked by several thousand men under the 


command of Gen. Wheeler, who is now a member 
of Congress, and assaulted by artillery and -dis- 


mounted cavalry. So heroic was the defense made 


by the company holding the stockade that for 
nearly two hours the small command contended 
against the forces under Gen. Wheeler—in fact, 
until the stockade was destroyed by the artillery 
fire. This made Capt. Baldwin a conspicuous of- 
ficer in his command—namely: the Nineteenth 
Michigan Volunteer Infantry. 

The other event took place the following year, 
July 20, 1864, when at the battle of Peach-Tree 
Creek, near Atlanta, Ga., an assault was made by 
the Confederate forces against the line com- 
manded by Gen. Hooker. The Confederates made 
a desperate assault, which was met by a counter- 
charge of the regiment in which Capt. Baldwin 
was serving on this occasion. He led his com- 
pany in the countercharge, and was again con- 
spicuous for his heroism and gallantry in captur- 
ing the flag of the Confederate regiment and two 
commissioned officers. So heroic was the attack 
which the officer led that the officers and men of 
his company recently petitioned Congress to give 
bim a medal of honor in acknowledgment of his 
valor. 

Capt. Baldwin Decorated, 

Gen, Miles then decorated Capt. Baldwin 
with the medal. It is the usual government 
medal, made of cannon bronze, and bears the 
following inscription : 

: THE CONGRESS 
2 TO CAPT. FRANK D. BALDWIN, 
: Sth U. S. Inf'ty. for Distinguished Bravery 
: At the Battle of Peach-Tree Creek, Ga. 
: July 20, 1864 


The recipient smiled when Gen. Miles had 
pinned the token cn his coat, but he made no 
response. His fellow-officers ciowded about 
him and heartily shook his hands by way of 
congratulation. 

Capt. Baldwin enlisted in the army in 1861, 
and has been in active service since then. At 
present he is stationed at army headquarters 
in Chicago as Inspector of Rifle Practice. He 
distinguished himself on several occasion dur- 
ing the war against the Cheyennes, Kiowas, 
Arapahoes, and Comanches, who in the sum- 
mer of 1874 made several raids in the Indian 
Territory, Texas, and Southern Kansas. He 
served as First-Lieutenant under the com- 
mand of Gen. Nelson A. Miles. Nov. 8 of 
that yeara detachment under Lieut. Baldwin 
surprised a large camp of hostiles near the 
head of McClellan Creek in the early morn- 
ing and attacked them with such vigor as to 
compel the Indians to abandon the protection 
of the ravines and retreat to the open country. 
He rescued from the hands of the Indians two 
white girls, who, with their parents and 
brother, were captured by the hostile tribe in 
Kansas. The Indians murdered the parents 
and brother and maltreated the girls, Gen. 
Miles afterward became their guardian. 

On another occasion Capt. Baldwin, in com- 
pany with three other officers, was attacked 
by aband of 100 Indians. The four men 
killed twelve redskins and compelled the re- 
mainder to retreat. 

Capt. Baldwin is highly spoken of by his 
brother officers. He is known among them 
to be reticent. He never alludes to his deeds, 
no matter how brave they may seem to oth. 
ers. The fact that, thirty years after the ac. 
complishment of daring feats, he has at last 
been rewarded by the government, proves that 
he never personally pushed his claims for rec 
ognition, but left the matter to his comrades,

HUNTING A LAWYER. 


POLICE OFFICERS TRYING TO FIND 
WILLIAM WATKINS, 


— 


The Attorney Pursued by a Mysterious 
Young Woman Who Tells an Odd Story 
A Sudden Departure from the Briggs 
House and a Seizure of Trunks—What 
Police Captain Shea Says—How Dia- 
monds Figure in the Case—Another Dia- 
mond Story Becomes Public. 


Central Station detectives are trying to lo- 
cate William Watkins, an attorney, who until 
yesterday afternoon had an office at No. 45 La 
Salle street, and who with his wife boarded at 
the Briggs House. 

Attorney Watkins is a tall, dignified. 
looking man, with side whiskers, that gave 
him a decidedly clerical appearance. 

Eariy yesterday afternoon Attorney Wat- 
kins paid his bills at the hotel and he and his 
wife took their departure. He told the clerk 
that if any one inquired for him to direct 
them to No. 868 Calumet avenue. There is no 
such number on Calumet avenue. Mr. Wat- 
kins left his baggage and said that an ex- 
press man would call for i:. 

A few moments after the attorney and his 
wife had left and while an expressman hired 
oy Watkins was engaged in loading the 
trunks on his wagon, a well-dressed young 
woman made her appearance and said she 
wanted to see Mr. Watkins. On being 
told that he had left she began to cry violent- 
ly, and fell almost helpless into a chair. She 
was informed that Mr. Watkins’ baggage was 
still at the hotel, and immediately asked to 
have a pohcemar sent for to detain it. 

The baggage was detained’ for some 
time and the young woman told the following 
story: She had intrusted a large number of 
costly diamonds to Mr. Watkins, she said, 
and she had been unable to have him return 
them. Later she had ascertained that he had 
pawned them. She refused to reveal her 
name and address. 

From the hotel the young woman went to 
the Central Police Station to invoke the aid of 
the police, 

Watkins and his wife went to the Briggs 
House Jan. 9 and engaged rooms, with the un- 
derstanding that they were to remain there all 
winter. ä 

He was a lawyer, I believe,” said an em- 
ployé of the house last night, and came 
here from a flat on the North Side. I saw them 
frequently and so far as I know they were all 
right. I saw nothing that would lead me to 
believe otherwise. Today, however, he came 
down, paid his bill, and said he was goimg to 
leave. He left orders with an 
expressman to take his trunks and luggage. 
While the trunks were being loaded a young 
woman came in and, in a rather excited tone, 
asked for Mr. Watkins. I told her he was 
gone and that the trunks were in the express- 
wagon. She asked the expressman where hs 
was going and he replied to No. 868 Calumet 
avenue. She at once told him there was no 
such number. I afterwards learned that she 
told the expressman that Watkins had taken 
$300 worth of diamonds from her and that 
she had located them in a pawnshop. When 
she left she said she was going te report the 
affair to the police. 

Capt. John D. Shea said last night: 

My remembrance of the case is this: A 
woman giving the name of Sanford came to 
me about 8 o’clock tonight saying: that she 
wanted to attach the trunks of a man named 
Watkins at the Briggs House. She said that 
Watkins had advertised in the papers to loan 
monéy on good security arid that she accord- 
ingly took her diamond earrings worth sev- 
eral” ‘hundred dollars to him and 


‘asked him for a loan of $300. Watkins told 
‘her, she said, that before he could make a loan 


te must take the diamonds to an expert ta see. 
if they were genuine. He advised her to leave 
the diamonds with him for a day or two. She 
did so, she says, and claims that that is the 
last she has seen of Watkins. She says she 
found her diamonds in a pawnshop which 
happened to be the one where she 
bought the diamonds. I felt. shaky 
as to the reliability of her 
story, and questioned the-fact that any woman 
would be foolish enough to leave valuable 
diamonds with a stranger. Officer Corbus 
was sent to get Watkins’ trunks at the Briggs 
House. The woman’s story is an odd one and 
I suspect there is something behind the case. 
The matter will be thoroughly sifted tomor- 
row.“ 


FAILED TO RAFFLE HER JEWELS, 


People Looking for Al Beaumont and His 
Wife's $300 Diamonds. 

Al Beaumont, who created a sensation some 
time ago by a plan he had for the sale of 
“lithograph theater tickets, was in great 
demand Tuesday evening and yesterday. 

He arranged to raffle off his wife’s diamond 
earrings at Parson Davies’ saloon Tuesday 
and sold 400 tickets at $leach. The majority 
of the tickets were sold to his acquaintances. 

At the hour when the raffle was to take 
place a large number of ticket-holders were 
on hand, but Mr. Beaumont and his wife’s 
diamond earrings were not. The ticket-hold- 
ers were angry, and on inquiry it was claimed 
that he had not been seen for two of three 
days. No one seemed to know where to look 
for him, and the raffle was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

J. R. Mills, the head barkeeper in Berry's 
saloon on Washington street, was the holder 
of two tickets. He said that Beaumont 
came around with a “hardluck” story 
and showed him a pair of diamond ear- 
rings containing thirty stones which 
he claimed were worth $300. “But I’m not 
the only man who got left,” continued Mills. 
“The fellow sold from one to. half a dozen 
tickets to nearly every one connected with the 
Chicago Opera House. He sold 400 tickets, 
and when the time for the raffle came there 
was a mad crowd around Parson Davies’ 
saloon. 

Jim Hall, the prize fighter, and both the bar- 
keepers at Davies’ saloon each hold five tick- 
ets. One of the barkeepers said there had 
been numerous inquiries for Beaumont and 
his wife’s diamonds, but he was unable to fur- 
nish any information regarding them. Beau- 
mont had sent no word, and it was feared he 
had forgotten “‘ the boys.

His Plain Daty in the Matter of Judges 
and Clerks of Election. 

Election Commissioner Hutchings will 
doubtless reconsider his position in reference 
to the judges and clerks of eleetion for the 
n and Sixteenth Wards. 
‘The li mitted dy the committeemen in 
those wards should be adopted. The parties 
presenting the opposition lists are not known. 
They are afraid or ashamed to come forward 
in support of them. They make no objection 
to the committee lists, which it appears have 
been indorsed by the Kepublican organizations 
in the three wards, 

Most of the names on the committee lists 
are those of men who have served before. 
They performed their duties faithfully and 
well, The cominitteemen who have recom- 
mended them also acted loyally and faithfully 
for the Republicans in the three wards, as 
was demonstrated last fall by the increased 
Republican majority in the Fourteenth and 
the redaction of the Democratic majorities in 
the Fifteenth and Sixteenth Wards. 
sioner Hutchings cannot possibly justify the 
rejection of the lists indorsed by such efficient 
and successful Republican organizations as 
exist in these three wards.

MIGHT BE DUE TO DECOMPOSITION. 


Chemical Action Claimed to Account for 
Morphine in Helen Potts’ Hody. 

New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—Carlyle W. 
Harris is growing more hopeful. The longer 
the experts wrangle over the analysis of the 
contents of Helen Potts’ body the better are 
his chances for at least a disagreement of the 
jury. What if morphine was found in the 
body? Might not the chemical changes due 
to decomposition, the presence of arsenic in 
the embalming fluid, and to the presence of 
atrophine and other drugs admipistered to 
save the girl’s life have simulated 
morphine? That was the pomt Lawyer 
Jerome kept emphasizing in his cross-exam- 
ination today. Prof. Witthans continued 
his testimony. He said that he had found 
that the embalming fluid consisted of arsenite 
of sodium and dilste alcohol. There was not 
a trace of morphine in it. As for the missing 
valves of Miss Pott’s heart Prof. Witthans 
first heard of their absence after Drs. Field, 
Biggs, and Northrop had examined the heart 
for the defense. T might possibly have 
been missing before that time. The witness 
did not know. Mr. Jerome advanced smiling 
to the attack on Prof. Witthans’ testimony.

If the newspaper version of the reply be cor- 
rect it is safe to assert that there will be little 
difficulty.in disposing of the first two proposi- 
tions, relating to the Matta note to the Chilean 
Ministers abroad and the absurdly tardy re- 
quest for the recall of Minister Egan. As to 
the chief cause of the dispute, the outrage 
upon the Baltimore’s sailors, it remains to be 
seen whether the government will consent to 
its arbitration by any neutral power, for the 
more the proposition to submit the question 
to the Supreme Court is considered the more 
impracticable it appears. Arbitrations are not 
matters of a day or a week. ‘hey involve 
the consideration of a vast mass of 
evidence and possibly the summoning of wit- 
nesses on each side, and listening to the argu- 
ments of representatives of each country. It 
might last for months. The Supreme Court, 
therefore, could not afford to suspend the pub- 
lic business and prejudice important in‘erests 
by such delay. It is by no means certain that 
the government will consent to arbitrate any- 
thing except the amount of indemnity to be 
paid, but whether it agrees or not there are 
some things certain. It should not consent to 
any settlement which does not include apol- 
ogy, which does not demand respect for our 
flag and protection for American citizens 
wherever they may be, and which does not in- 
sist that the Chileans shall salute the flag 
which they have insulted. Patriotic Ameri- 
cans of all parties and in all sections ot the 
couvtry will join in this demand, and Congress 
cannot do less than enforce it. ‘The reception 
accorded to Breckinridge’s discourteous reso- 
lution in the House is an indication that the 
protection of the Natjpnal Union is considered 
paramount to the advancement of partisan in- 
terests, and that the weighty issues at stake 
are not to be considered on the lines of party. 


SMOKE PREVENTION. 

The Union League club of this city discussed 
the smoke nuisance at its recent meeting, and 
did so intelligently, though opinions were 
widely divided as to the best methods of ac- 
complishing the desired reform. The princi- 
pal speakers were unaninfous on the point 
that a large part of the smoke nuisance can be 
dispensed with by the use of the simplest 
remedies. Mr. Allerton was confident 60 per 
cent éguld be abated with no serious detri- 
ment to our manufacturers by proper care on 
the part of stokers. This could be insured by 
insisting that every man so employed should 
be examined and instructed by the engineer 
of the organization for preventing smoke and 
then given to understand that his license 
would be revoked if he did not do his full duty. 
Mr. Kimbark said the stokers are doubt less to 
blame for a great waste of fuel and an ex- 
cessive percentage of smoke in the products 
of combustion, and suggested that the best 
method of obtaining the result aimed at 
would be the automatic feeding of furnaces. 
Mr. Naylor said that improper firing and in- 
adequate boiler capacity are the causes of 75 
per cent of the smoke that now troubles us, 
and intimated that poor fuel may be burned 
without smoke, but that it cannot be done 
without generous boiler capacity and a large 
amount of either manual or mechanical labor 
in the fire-room. He seemed to think that 
about 10 per cent is all that is really unavoida- 
ble with.the use of bituminous coal, which he 
aid is too valuable to be ignored. 

Undoubtedly these gentlemen are right. 
The probiem of perfect combustion is a very 
simple one, in theory, but requires great at- 
tention to detail in solving it. The poorer 
kinds of fuel need more care than do the best, 
but the much-abused Illinois coal can be com- 
pletely burned, except its ash (which is not 
smoke) if the proper conditions be supplied. 
The gases ag they rise from the solid material 
must have supplied to them the needed quan- 
| tity of oxygen before they pass out of the 
temperature of about 800°, which is the initial 
point of combustion. So much of them as is 
allowed to get into a cooler region before in- 
timately mixing with the oxygen of the air 
does not enter into chemical combination with 
it and goes off unburned, the result being a 
complete loss of the fuel value, a loss of the 
heat required to distill the gas from the solid 
fuel, and the nuisance called smoke.“ These 
undesirable conditions are obviated when the 
air is made or allowed to mix intimately with 
the gases at the required high point of tem- 
perature, so thatevery molecule of the gas it 
is desired to burn will combine with the 
quantity of oxygen that satisfies its affinity. 
The premature and wasteful escape of these 
gases is favored by irregularity of firing, and 
when this is permitted to become great it can- 
not be made amends for by any of the appli- 
ances intended to prevent the formation of 
smoke; Ifthe fireplaces are so constructed 
as not (o permit this thorough mingling 
in order to insure combustion they 
must be altered to suit the scien- 

tific requirements of the case, and 
then if firemen cannot be found care- 
ful enough to supply fuel uniformly un-

| SILVER LEGISLATION. . 

Senator Aldrich’ has proposed an amend- 
ment to the Teller resolution, which was in- 
troduced in the Senate two weeks ago, pro- 
viding for an international money conference. 
It is expected that the resolution as amended 
will be taken up in the Senate next week, be- 
ing a fortnight before the time fixed on by the 
House Coinage committee for reporting the 
bill. The amendment declares the policy of 
the United States to be to use gold and silver 
as full legal tender money and to maintain at 
all times a parity in the value of its coins of 
both metals, It provides that the President 


of the United States shall be authorized to in- 


vite the governments of such countries as may 
deem it advisable to join it in a conference 
with a view of securmg a permanence in the 
relative value of gold and silver at a common 
coinage ratio to be mutually agreed upon for 
the enlarged monetary use of silver, and for 
giving to that metal equal mintage rights with 
gold at a common coinage rate to be mutually 
agreed upon, The President is to appoint, 
with the advice of the Senate, three Commis- 
sioners to attend such conference on behalf of 
the United States, a report of its proceed ings 
to be transmitted by them to the President 
and by him to Congress. The Commissioners 
are each to receive $5,000 and reasonable ex- 
penses. 

It is thought that the course of many lead- 
ing Democrats in trying to dodge the silver 
issue may hold enough Republican Senators 
from silver States to prevent the passage of 
an outright free coinage bill as a substitute 
for the’Teller resolution as amended. But it 
is thought probable such a substitute will Be 
offered and voted on, and it is said that lead- 
ingmenon the Finance committee are not 
hopeful they will be able to prevent a free 
eoinage bill going through the Senate, though 
they will make the effort to doso. The silver 
miners who are advocates of free coinage do 
not wish to wait far the passage of the only 
kind of measure that could possibly give them 
the relief they profess to want—namely: a 
market for their silver at the best attainable 
prices. Apparently they are committed to the 
absurd delusion that for the United States 
alone to declare their product worth FI. 294 
per ounce would make it so, and they refuse 
to consider any of the facts which prove the 
utter fallacy of their position. Nor do they 
appear able to see that if they really want a 
good market for their silver, the same to be 
obtained through an international agreement, 
such agreement would be rendered impos- 
sible by thé premature step they demand shall 
be taken. It is a case of the worst imagina- 
ble kind of foily that can be perpetrated by 
men suppoged to havesome acquaintance with 
business methods and principles. 

Free coinage would mean builion value for 
the silver dollars issued in the United States 
that and nothing more. Whether this or that 
class were advantaged by it to a greater or 
less extent there can be no question on the 
point above stated. The silver dollar would 
pass for the same value as the silver contained 
in it and not a cent more. So if there be any 
hope at all for selling the product of our silver 
mines at any advance on its present bullion 
value of little above 70 cents, that hope lies in 
an agreement between the different nations to 
coin it on a ratio with gold that will be some- 
where between the present commercial ratio 
and the one which obtained up to a little less 
than twenty years ago, when the ratio began 
to widen because of the enormous increase in 
the production of silver. To insist on free 
coinage now would be to deliberately kick 
aside the laiider up which there is a prospect 
of climbing part of the way towards the for- 
mer altitude of the bullion value of silver—to 
repudiate the sole means offered for its re- 
habilitation. To resolve on free coinage with- 
out an international agreement to that effect 
would simply give the death blow to the silver 
movement and render it impossible to estab- 
lish its Value on any other than the fluctuating 
commercial parity with gold. Do the silver 
men want to commit suicide? It looks that 
way just noy, 


ARID LANDS IN WYOMING. 

The latest number of the Commonwealth 
Magazine contains a timely article recom- 
mending the State ownership of arid lands, 
which is reprinted in another column of this 
issue. The writer pleads more particularly 
for Wyoming, giving official figures to show 
that it should own all the public land within 
its boundaries, and that such ownership would 
benefit the country at large as well as the 
people of that State. It has an area of over 
60,000,000 actes, but is not self-sustaining, 
though it has a diversity of resources in oil, 
iron, coal, and other minerals, Its 66,000 res- 
idents send each year nearly $1,000,000 abroad 
to pay for farm products which could be 
raised easily at home. The fault lies with the 
national land laws, under which a tract of 
land which cannot be reached by irrigation 
except at a great expense is subject to the 
same ruleg for the acquirement of ownership 
as are those * 4 er to streams which can 
be made productive at small cost. Asa re- 
sult of this the land along small streams has 
been filed upon; but along the large streams, 
where enormous capital is required to build 
dams and ditehes, immense tracts lie idle. 
Two streams are mentioned which in June, 
1890, were each discharging 10,000 cubic feet 
of water per second, and the water running 
past 3,000,000 acres of land producing nothing 
‘but scanty crops of grass, while that land 
would aiake 40,000 good farms of 30 acres as 
productive as any agricultural region in the 
world. 

Syndicates will not make the great outlay of 
capital necessary to put in irrigation works 
and supply water at paying prices of rental to 
settlers without some assurance of permanent 


income. A law was recently in force prohib- 


iting further entries of lands susceptible of 
irrigation, and another law withdrew from 
filing all lands which might come under the 
experimental irrigation schemes of the Gen- 
eral Government. This injustice is all the 
greater since in Wyoming and in nearly all 
the arid States the control of the water supply 
has been transferred to the States themselves, 
while every dollar expended by individuals 
for land goes to the General Government, 
The settler cannot give the land he files upon 
as security to the man or company of men to 
whom he would apply for aid in making it 
productive. It is no wonder that under such 
conditions Wyoming lies barren. 

The ownership of the land within their 
boundaries should be granted to the arid 
States. It could be donated to them under 
general restrictions, such as limiting the area 
which can be deeded to an individual, fixing 
the maximum minimum prices the State

or in each irrigable district. Behind tnese are 
the timber areas at the heads of streams and 
on the slopes and summits of mountains

voirs. Of course these would have to be taken 
care of by the State. The transfer of public 
lands to it would enable each State to har- 
monize ite land laws with the local conditions 
of its water system, placing the control of its 
lands in the hands of those who best under- 
stand all the : which affect them, and 
who, knowing their best value to the State, 
would take the greatest pride in obtaining for 
it the best attainable measure of profit. There 
need be no fear that the rights of the pros- 
pective settler would be Jost sight of under 
such an arrangement. On the contrary the 
States having control of these lands would 
emulate each othér in offering inducements 
to settlers and capitalists. 

n especially on be- 
half of Wyoming, is applicable in its broad 
features to all the Federal arid territory be- 
yond the 99th or 100th degree of longitude. It 
would be for the great good of all of them to 
cede the arid lands to the several States, leav- 
ing to them the duty of development from the 
resources which then would be at their com- 
mand. This course has been advocated by 
Tun Tumor, which is entitled to the credit 
of being the first influential paper to advocate 
the ceding of these lands by the General Gov- 
ernment to those of the several States in or- 
der to vromote the reclaiming to agricult- 
ure of these vast areas by irrigation and as the 
only means by which we can hope to see that 
improvement accomplished. 


INVESTIGATING THE EXPOSITION. 


The House Committee on Appropriations . 


has reported favorably on the resolution di- 
recting it to ascertain whether all the require- 
ments of the act of Congress ordering that an 


Exposition be held have been justly and prop- 


erly complied with, and whether the expendi- 
tures have been properly made, and to report— 

Further information concerning the amount 
available for said World’s Fair, and the sum that 
may become necessary to complete the same and 


prepare the Exposition for opening its gates to 
visitors, 


It is most desirable that such an investiga- 
tion should be made. The directors of the 
World’s Fair have nothing to fear and much 
to hope from it. It will enable them to lay 
before the House, in the shape of a report 
from a committee, at the head of which is 
Holman, the economist, the fact that the sum 
of ten millions, deemed adequate by Congress 
when it passed the law, has ceased to be 80; 
that a working capital of seventeen millions 
will be required, owing to the enlarged scope 
and plan of the Exposition; that Chicago has 
furnished already more than the ten millions 
it was required to and that it will furnish 
about a quarter as much more, but that in 
order to make up the total sum needed the 
United States must take an interest in the en- 
terprise to the extent of five millions. 

The sooner those to whom the Committee 
on Appropriations intrusts the duty of inves- 
tigation getto work the better pleased the 
directors will be, for they are fully convinced 
that they can satisfy them that the plans for 
the Exposition are such that it—

CLEANING THE STREETS AND ALLEYS. 

Mr. E. S. Dreyer, the President of the Real- 
Estate Board, said in his speech at the yearly 
dinner of the organization: 


I refer to the dangerous and disgraceful un- 
cleanliness of our streets and alleys. From every 
decent home, from every cultured heart, comes a 
cry that will not down for immediate and heroic 
action. Is there not moral and money power suf- 
ficient in this great city to eradicate this curse? 
Other cities have sucdéseded; shall we be lag- 
gard? What will Paris, whose every street and 
path is like a polished parlor floor. say to us m 
18937 Let us be up and doing, gentlemen, and, call- 
ing to our aid every agency within the circle of 
our influence, urge this matter before our City 
Fathers. 


The City Fathers will admit the necessity for 
clean streets and alleys, but they will say that 
the city has not the money. It is true that 
the revenues of Chicago are not illimitable, 
and that there are many pressing improve- 
ments which would be attended to if there 
were the cash in the treasury with which to 
pay for them. It is not so clear, however, that 
there is not money enough to put the streets 
and alleys in decent condition, providing— 
and this is where the difficulty lies—the funds 
are wisely, systematically, and economically 
employed. The trouble is notso much the 
lack of money as of an intelligent system of 
handling it. 

The Council appropriated last spring $430,- 
000 for sweeping, cleaning, and repairing im- 
proved streets for nine months. No provision 
is made for the first three months of the year. 
The sum of $235,000 was appropriated for 
cleaning and repairmg unimproved streets 
and $335,000 was set aside for the day scav- 
enter work. That makes a total of a million 
dollars. That is a good deal of money and if 
it were placed in the hands of busi- 
ness-men the results accomplished would 
be surprising to people who are fa- 
miliar only with civic methods. The 
money spent on the unimproved streets 
is substantially wasted. Men saunter around 
occasionally, patch up holes in the roadway, 
and clear out gutters in the spring. They get 
paid about twice as much and do half or a 
third as much as men not in the city service. 
A portion of the appropriation for improved 
streets goes for repairs, made after a shiftless 
and wasteful system. The city has ite “wagon 
gangs of repairers, who do little work and 
get high pay. Money slips through the fin- 
gers of city authorities because they will cling 
to old-fashioned, pottering methods. 

It is the belief of Tun Tinu that if a 
million dollars were placed in the hands of a 
man of executive ability, who was hampered 
neither by politics nor by Aldermen, he 
would dispose of the garbage, would keep the 
streets in perfect condition, and would have a 
little money left over. But it is useless to 
look to municipal officers for such results. A 
dollar in their hands never goes as far as in 
those of a business-man. Yet it ought to be 
possible to remedy some of the more crying 
defects of the Chicago system. It may be 
that an urgent appeal from citizens will in- 
duce those in authority to make a more eco- 


nomica) use of the large sums placed in their 


hands. 

But even if the various departments do deal 
more judiciously with the funds than in other 
years the appropriation made for 1891 will not 
be large enough. It can be increased if the 
Council sees fit. It will not be able to do so, 
however, if it pursues the usual policy of 
creating new offices, The city’s revenue will 
be fully $600,000 greater than last year. The 
danger is that a good part of that $600,000 
will be used up in giving bene mne 
more pay and in creating new “Inspectors”

advantages, but made a deliberate and gratu- 
itous charge against him. Does Mr. Breck- 
inridge belong to the class of Democrats 
stigmatized by the Chicago Herald as fol- 
lows: “* Witless in intellect, ruled by personal 
malice or commercial subsidy, libels on the 
fame of Jefferson and Jackson, recreant to 
sublime inheritance of patriotism and duty, 
they are hoodlums in American nationality 
and idiots in politics ’’? 


Ir is not correct to assert, as the cable cor- 
respondents do, that the Pope must necessari- 
ly select one of the three clergymen recom- 
mended by the London priests as the succes 
sor of Cardinal "Manning and Archbishop of 
Westminster. The Pope takes the nomina- 
tions made merely as suggestions. He fre- 
quently ignores those nominations. He did 
so less than a month ago in appointing a 
Bishop of Waterford. He pays hardly any at- 
tention to the recommendations of the priests 
of the United States in the selection of Bish- 
ops. Until recently half of the American 
Bishops were said to have been appointed on 
the recommendetion of a Bavarian Cardinal. 
There does not seem to be much doubt now, 
no matter who may be recommended by the 
London priests, the Pope will appoint Bishop 
Vaughan of Salford to succeed Cardinal Man- 
ning. He is admittedly the ablest man of the 
English Roman Catholic Church now living. 
He is devoted to Rome and is backed up by 
the strong social influence of the Norfolks, 
Butes, and other aristocrats. He is the pro- 
prietor of the two leadimg Catholic publica- 
tions, the London Tablet and the Dublin Re- 
view. Though a Tory in politics, he is demo- 
cratic in his charities, a strong temperance 
advocate, and in favor of the Sunday closing 
of saloons. He belongs to a family devoted 
to the church. His brother was an Australian 
Archbishop, and he has many, relatives in the 
monastery and in the cloister. The other 
candidates named are Bishop Gilbert, who 
was a sort of assistant for Cardinal Manning, 
and who is a mild-manuered priest of no spe- 
cial force, and Mgr. Stonor, who is only men- 
tioned because he is a brother of Lord 
Camoys. Dr. Vaughan is the coming man 
from all appearances, 


Tun surplus earnings of the Chicago gas 
companies last year were $1,743,585, more 
than double what they were in 1888. After 
the payment of interest on securities, of op- 
erating expenses, and the outlay of nearly a 
million in new construction there remained a 
million and a quarter, or 6.97 per cent on $26,- 
000,000, 

The citizens of Chicago might not find 
fault with the mere fact that the stockholders 
in the gas companies got good dividends. But 
what does or should vex them is the fact that 
those lucky individuals are deriving from wa- 
tered stock dividends at a rate which unwa- 
tered securities do not pay on the average. 
When the gentlemen who worked over and 
remodeled the Chicago gas companies at- 
tempted to put their capitalization at twenty- 
five millions they put it far above the true 
value. The surplus earnings of the various 
concerns must amount to nearer 12 than 
7 per cent on the amount of capital act- 
ually and honestly invested in the different 
plants. It was for the purpose of enabling 
the companies to earn this 6.97 per cent on 
a non-existent capital that the price of gas 
was raised, and a desire to get a share of these 
great surplus earnings inspired the Economic 
company te make its raids on the streets of 
Chicago. 

The great receipts of the companies, which 
swell in spite of the competition of electricity, 
testify partly to the excellent way in which 
their affairs are managcd, but they also give 
ample evidence that the price charged con- 
sumers is outrageously high and can stand a 
decided reduction without impairing the 
ability of the companies to pay good dividends 
on money actually invested.

WILLIAM IN THE KITCHEN. 


Emperor Inspeets His Cook's Apartments— 
Caprivi’s Political Spies, 
{SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Beri, Jan. .27.—The Emperor today vio- 
lated all imperial traditions by inspecting in 
person the kitchens of the palace. Such a 
thing had never been done before by any 
Prussian sovereign. Frederick the Great in- 
deed admitted his French chef de cuisine to 
his presence occasionally to discuss the terms 
of a menu, but did this only when he had par- 
ticular reasons for desiring to give a 28 
good dinner such as might pass muster wit 
such critics as Voltaire. The Emperor William 
has made this innovation by going boldly 
down into his own kitchens, escorted by Count 
Pueckler, the steward of the household. His 
Majesty’s coming not having teen announced 
the whole fraternity of cooks and scullions 
were thrown into a flutter; however, in his 
usual good-natured but keen and inquiring 
way his Majeaty went about the kitchens pick- 
ing up scrapsof knowledge here and there. In 
the end his Majesty declared himself perfectly 
satisfied, and today there is not a housewife in 
all Prussia but feels prouder from the fact 
that the Emperor has judged the great house. 
hold science of cookery worth investigating 
with his own eyes. 

Chancellor Caprivi has apparently found it 
impcssible to carry out his exp inten- 
tion to dispense with political police or spies 
and has inserted in the estimates a grant for 
the maintenance of this branch of the public 
service. His action in acting openly in this 
matter is being favorably commented oa, as a 
welcome contrast to the method employed 
by Bismarck, who is universally believed to 
have secretly used the Guelph fund for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of this depart- 
ment. 

Celebration of the Emperor's Birthday. 

The Emperor’s birthday was celebrated 
here with the usual festivities, in which the 
people, the army, and the students took part. 
Although the weather was very bad ali the 
— buildin hotels, and many private 

ouses were decorated with flags, and the 
town was splendidly illuminated. A gala per- 
formance took place at the opera-house, and 
Prince Alexis of Russia called at the castle in 
the morning to congratulate the Emperor. 

The Emperor’s birthday was celebrated at 
Metz by a grand review of the troops in the 
morning, notwithstanding the fact that rain 
fell in torrents, Many afternoon dinners 
were given, and there was a banquet at the 
Hotel de Ville, with covers for 220 people, at 
which for the first time since 1870 the whole 
of the Municipal Council was present.

One Sergeant and 
two of the strikers were quite badly wounded. 

On the Franco-Belgium company’s line of 
railway two trains have been stopped and re- 
main abandoned. The G rmes tram, 
toaded with the mineral, has been stopped and 
discharged on the line near Bilbao, An en- 
couuter between the strikers and the country 
police took place at 5o’clock yesterday after- 
noon.

Belgian Bondholders Obstinate Over the 
Uruguay Conversion, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Brussers, Jan. 27.—The news that the Bank 
of England advised its customers to accept the 
Uruguay debt conversion scheme has caused 
consternation at Antwerp. The Belgian bond- 
holders had met yesterday and decided to con- 
tinue a vigorous resistance to the conversion. 
Today’s London telegrams showed that fur- 
ther resistance would bé probably suicidal, 
and the matter was again considered anda 
meeting called for tonight. Belgium holds 
about 200,000,000 francs ($40,000,000) of Uru- 
guay fives and sixes. The meeting this even- 
ing, contrary to expectation, decided alinost 
unanimously to persist in the resistance to the 
conversion, 

Loxpox, Jan. 27.—This being the first day 
of the fortnightly settlement, business has 
been restricted in all departments of the 
Stock Exchange.

Loxpon, Jan. 27.—The correspondent of the 
Times at Santiago de Chile today telegraphs 
that the text of Chile’s reply to the ultimatum 
of the United States has not yet been dis- 
closed and that it will not be made public 
until Saturday. The correspondent adds that 
Chile, relying upon the advices received from 
Minister Montt as late as Friday that pacific 
assurances were given him constantly by Mr. 
Blaine, the American Secretary of State, con- 
sidered that a settlement had been practically 
arranged, especially as Chile, through Presi- 
dent Montt, had given counter assurances of 
a friendly feeling and of a desire to satisfy all 
reasonable demands.

WAS A GOOD THING FOR THE NAVY. 


Naval Officers Think the War Scare Has 
Aroused Popular Interest. 

New Yorx, Jan. 27.—It is the opinion 
among naval officers in New York that the 
Chilean affair, even if there is not any war, 
will be the best thing that could have hap- 
pened for the United States navy. The result 
will be, they say, that the number of war ves- 
sels will soon be doubled, and within a few 
years the United States will be what it should 
be—a formidable maritime power. Ever 
since the Matta letter was written unfavorable 
comparisons have been made between the 
strength on the water of Chile and the United 
States. Claims have been made that Chile 
was fully as strong at sea as the United Sta 
but the officers of the New York Naval Boa 
of Inspection say that the United States could 
show within two weeks after it became neces- 
sary that Chile was weak on the water when 
compared with the strength which this nation 
could soon secure.

BLAIR's APPOINTMENT TO CHINA. 


The Senate Asks the President for the Cor- 
respondence Relative Thereto. 
Wasurverox, D. C., Jan. 27.—The upper 


branch of the National Legislature had little 
attraction for visitors today. Among the

r. Morgan offered a resolution directi 
the Secretary of State to send the Senate 
copies of the correspondence with the govern- 
ment relating to the non-acceptance af Heary 
W. Blair as United States Minister to China. 

Mr. Hoar suggested that the resolution 
should —— the President to furnish the 
correspondence if, in his judgment, not incon- 
sistent with the public welfare. 

Mr, Morgan did not agree with Mr. Hoar 
on that point. He merely wanted to know 
the objections asserted against Mr. Blair by 
the Chinese Government and the actaon taken 
YY the Government of the United States. 

r. Blair had been confirmed instantly by the 
Senate, and so far as the Senate was con- 
cerned there had been the strongest affirma- 
tion of Mr. Blair’s fitness to represent the 
United States Government in China or any- 
where else, The matter had lingered along 
for some time and Mr. Blair had resigned his 
position. In view of the question now pre- 
sented (alluding to the obiection of the Chile- 
an Government to Mr, Egan) it was impor- 
tant to know what was the established line of 
procedure on the part of the Government of 
the United States. There was no more im- 
portant question connected with the diplo- 
matic service. 

r. Hoar would have no objection to the 
resolution as offered if the transaction to 
which it alluded was a completed one, but he 
did not understand that it was. 

The discussion on this point was further 
participated in by Mr. Teller, who saw no rea- 
son why the Secretary of State should not be 
directed to furnish the correspondence; by 
Mr. Chandler, who took the contrary view, 
not considering the matter a completed one; 
by Mr. Sherman, who agreed with Mr. Chand- 
ler and said that Mr. Hlair's resignation had 
not been accepted; and by Mr. Morgan, who 
modified the resolution so as to request the 
President to furnish the correspondence if 
not incompatible with public interests, In 
that forin there was no objection to it and it 
was agreed to. 

The resolution heretofore reported by Mr. 
Hoar from the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections declaring Mr. Chilton of Texas en- 
titled to retain his seat in the Senate was 
taken up and agreed to without division. 

The Senate then proceeded to business on 
the calendar. The first bill considered was 
one appropriating $75,000 for a public build- 
ing at Reno, Nev. Some opposition to the 
bill was developed, and it was discussed until 
the hour of 20’clock arrived, when the Mexican 
Award bill (the La Abra claims) came up as 
unfinished business—the Reno bill going over 
8 

r. Morgan continued his argument in 
favor of the Mexican Award bill. Without 
completing his argument Mr. Morgan yielded 
for an executive session, and the Senate ad- 
journed till tomorrow. 


HEARING ON THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Director Leech of the Mint Examined in a 
Meeting of the Committee. 

Wasaineron, D. C., Jan. 27.—The first 
hearing of this Congress on the silver question 
took place this morning before the House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Meas- 
ures, Mr. Leech, the Director of the mint, be- 
ing examined. The inquiries of the free 
coinage men related chiefly to whether or not 
the fall in the prices of silver and the world’s 
commodities had not been practically con- 
temporaneous, considering the question for a 
series of years and unaffected by any special 
crop condition; also whether or not the pres- 
ent policy under which even the silver notes 
were redeemed in gold, if desired, did not 
have the effect of enhancing the value of gold 
and keeping the two metals apart. Mr. Leech 
was of opinion that the supply and demand 
fur silver alone regulated its prices. 

Mr. Williams of Massachusetts, an anti-free 
coinage member, directed his inquines with 
the view of showing that under free coinage 
other nations would send their silver here 
and that a single important nation could seri- 
ously impair our standing by draining gold 
from the United States and destroying con- 
fidence in the ability of this country to make 
good its promise to redeem in gold. 

Mr. Leech favored an international agree- 
ment as the best mode of solution of the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Leech, having spoken of India’s large 
balance of trade, Mr. McKeighan of Nebraska 
asked if that, instead of showing prosperity 
on the _ of India, it did not show that In- 
dia sold so cheaply other countries preferred 
to buy of rather than to sell to her. When 
Mr. Leech responded that a large trade bal- 
ance was 3 — a good thing for 
a country. Mr. McKeighan propounded this 
question, which was not satisfactorily an- 
swered: “‘Why, then, after 1885, when the 
United States had one of he largest trade bal- 
ances, did we have to cushion the beams of 
our cars to carry tramps on.”’ 


NEW FAST MAIL FOR CHICAGO, 


Mr. Bell of the FPostoffice Department 
Heartily in Favor of It. 

Wasnuincroy, D. C., Jan. 27.—The atten- 
tion of Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bell was today called to a telegram from New 
York statmg that Vice-President Webb of the 
New York Central: railroad had expressed a 
willingness to put on a. fast mail train to 
leave New York at 4:30 each afternoon. and 
arrive in Chicago at 10.0’clock the next morn- 
ing. Mr. Bell said that the government was 
willing and anxious to enter into any fair and 
consistent arrangement with the New 
York Central which would result in 
expediting the transit of mails between 
the East and Chicago and the far 
West. It would be a realization of ahopve he 
had long entertained. He thought, however, 
that the proposed hour of departure from New 
York, 4:30 p. m., was too early by an hour 
and a half. The great bulk of New York 
business mail mised not be ready earlier than 
6 o’clock.. The hour ot departure from New 
York and arrival at Chicago would necessitate 
a running time for the whole distance, includ- 
ing stops, of about fifty-two miles an hour. 
Such a service would not only result ee gee 
saving of time in the delivery of the ils at 
Chicago but the saving at far Western points 
would be even greater than at Chicago. In 
some instances a saving of at least twelve 
hours could be effected.

It is probable 
that no proceedings will be instituted against 
violators of the smoke ordinance for some

1 would not like to take any steps, he 
gaid, until I have become acquainted with 
the field. If I started in now, being a stranger 
in the city, I should be liable to make a seri- 
ous mistake. One such mistake might make 
it extremely difficult to accomplish anything 
in the future.

The plan of Mr. White is quite comprehen- 
sive.

To this sentiment he intends to ap- 
peal. It is necessary, he thinks, to show first 
of all that smoke can be avoided and how to 
avoid it. 
quire constant fear of a fine to induce Chica- 
goans to comply with the ordinance. ar- 
gument is that a business-man does not, and 
perhaps cannot, make a study of the process 
of combustion and the means to bring it 
about so as to be able himself to make the 
necessary improvements. Consequently he 
may spend much money in attenipts which 
may result in complete failure, 

The services of a specialist are to be fur- 
nished by the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke free of charge. The specialist will 
diagnose each case and suggest the remedy 
that fits it. He will avoid as far as practicable 
advancing the interests of any smoke-con- 
sumer concern, but may at times deem it ad- 
visable to recommend one or another. 

The first step of importance was taken by 
‘Engineer White yesterday when he placed 
himself in personal communication with 
Health Commissioner Ware, to whose depart- 
ment the nok inspectors are attached, 
This move should not be construed as mean- 
ing that another crusade is to be instigated 
which will bring down the smoke inspectors 
with their notices and suits. At present it is 
information that the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke wants. Its engineer called on 
Commissioner Ware and in a lengthy confer- 
ence discussed their plans for abating the 
smoke nuisance. The result was that the 
Commissioner promised his hearty codpera- 
tion and at once detailed six inspectors to 
work on the smoke nuisance, drawing on the

A New York Man Held for Debt Had a 
Hole Through the Prison Wall. 
Bertin, Ont., Jan. 27.—[Special. |—Last 
summer Walter J. Cohen of the firm of 
Cohen, Solomon & Co. of New York City, was 
arrested on a capias in Preston, while spend- 
ing a short term at the Preston mineral baths, 
and was imprisoned in jail there. Cohen se- 
cured counsel and tried to obtain his freedom 
but failed, and his creditors would not cdnsent 
to his being liberated unless he gave up the 
boodle he had allegedly obtained through 
fraud and dishonesty, amounting to about 
$25,000. Lately Cohen has been taking mat- 
ters very cool and expressing himself as con- 
tented, and it now transpires that he has beer 
arranging plans to make his escape. Counsel 
for the creditors was notified anonymously of 
this last night and an investigation was made, 
when it was discovered that Cohen had already 
nearly completed a hole through the wall in 
one of the cells. In the hole were found two 
knives, a hatchet, and another iron ‘instru- 
ment. Cohen had everything taken from him 
when incarcerated and must have had an ac- 
complice. An ugly cloud of suspicion hangs 
over a turnkey, and his suspension is likely to 
follow for his carelessness if nothing worse 
can be brought against him. Cohen’s quar- 
ters arenow changed to more secure ones and 
vigilant watch kept over him. |

Wasmxorox, D. C., Jan. 27.—[Special. ]— 
The Secretary of the Treasury in reply to a 
resolution of inquiry from the House of Rep- 
resentatives says the act of April 25, 1890, ap- 
propriated $320,000 for the. World’s Fair, and 
subsequently the act of March 3, 1891, appro- 
priated $705,500, making $1,085,500, exclusive 
of the amount appropriated for the auxiliary 
congress. Out of the appropriations so made 
$353,858 has been expended; This amount, 
with the exception of $21,129 ‘advanced to spe- 
cial disbursing ofticers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment who are or have been abroad in connec- 
tion with the admission of foreign goods to 
the World's Fair and have not yet rendered 
their accounts, represents the actual payments 
made, and leaves an unetpended balance of 
$731,646. 

This balance should not be mistaken for 
the available balance. From the unexpended 
balance of $731,646 there shoula be deducted 
rents, salaries, and current expenses of the 
World’s Columbian Commission, Board of

The One on the Grounds to Be Fully 
Equipped to Handle the Mail Promptly, 
The World’s Fair is to have a postoffice 

large enough to supply hourly mails to 150,000

as large as thatof the Milwaukee Postoffice. 
Such, in brief, is the plan of the Postoffice 
Department. 

Postoffice Inspector Stoddard arrived in the 
city yesterday -ommissioned to investigate as 
to the postoffice facilities required and with 
instructions to curtail the plant in no par- 
ticular. Mr. Stoddard held a short consulta- 
tion with World's Fair officials, and today he 
will buckle down to work as to the details of 
the irements of the office. : 

Mr. was in formed that it had been 
estimated that between 150,000 and 175,000 


ernhibiters would be at the Fam. Taking these 


figures the inspector estimated that between 
300 and 400 postoffice employés would be re- 
quired to handle the mails, this estimate in- 
cluding the carriers. It is proposed to have 
all mails for exhibiters dropped off 
directly at grounds and no 
mail matter } be sent to 
the main office. It is proposed to have a 
postoffice wholly up to the size and character 
required in a large city, money order, 
registry, and other divisions will be estab- 
lished, Hourly deliveries and collections will 
be made and the office Will have to be opened 
three or four months before the formal open- 
ing of the Fair, and as exhibiters will not 
leave for several months after the Fair closes 
the postoffice will be open about fifteen 
months. 

The total cost of the management and force 
for this period, it is believed, will be in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. It has not yet been 
decided whether the postoffice will be estab- 
hshed in the Government Building or a sep- 
arate structure erected.

BOTKIN MUST GET OUT OR DIE. 


Mob Leaders Make Broad and Arrogant 
Demands for a Settlement. 

Torexa, Kas., Jan. 27.—[Special.]—It was 
rumored yesterday afternoon that Theodore 
Botkin, J. H. Pitzer, and several of Botkin’s 
friends had received notice to leave Seward 
County within ten days or all would be killed. 

There can no longer be any doubt as to the 
purpose of the Springfield leaders of the recent 
mob. Judge Botkin has received private but 
reliable intelligence at Arkalon of their ulti- 
matum. It is thatthe County Attorney must 
drop the prosecution of those under arrest. 
All warrants must be recalled and 
no more arrests made. The undersheriff 
must be recalled and the Sheriff must appoint 
as undersheriff a man to be named by J. F. 
Van Voorhis and C. L. Caluat. Judge Botkin 
must resign, and he and a dozen or more of 
his friends whom the mob leaders will name 
are to at once move out of the district. The 
wishes of the leaders must be consulted by the 
Governor in the appointment of a successor 
to Judge Botkin.

His attor- 
ney, J. H. Pitzer, had made all preparations 
to leave the county for Oklahoma and left this 
place for Arkalon last week to settle his busi-

HELD TO LIFE TO SEE HIS FATHER. 


Death of student H. L. Waldo of 
Phillips Exeter Academy. 

Exzrer, N. H., Jan. 277.— [Special.] — The 
students of the Phillips Exeter Academy 
grieve for the death of Harry L. Waldo, a 
member of the junior class and one of the 
most popular students in the school. Last 
Wednesday aftertoon young Waldo while 
practicing on thé rings in the gymnasium 
fell upon a mattress aud dislocated 
the cervical vertebra The doctors said 
young Waldo could not possibly sur- 
vive forty-eight. hours.
